JOURNAL. 


The  ninety-eighth  General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  Preliminary  or- 
of  Massachusetts  convened  at  the  State  House  in  Boston  «^"**®°- 
on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January,  being  the  third  day 
thereof,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-seven,  and  of  the  independence  of  the  United 
States  of  America  the  one  hundred  and  first.  And  the 
members-elect  of  the  House  of  Representatives  having 
assembled  in  the  Representatives'  Chamber,  were  called  to 
order  at  11  o'clock,  a.  m.,  by  Mr.  Emory  Washburn  of 
Cambridge,  the  senior  member-elect  present. 

By  request  of  the  presiding  officer,  prayer  was  offered 
by  the  Rev.  Benj.  S.  Batchelor  of  New  Bedford,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  House. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Washburn  of  Worcester, — 
Ordered^  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to 

inform  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  that  the  House 

has  been  called  to  order. 

Messrs.  Washburn  of  Worcester,  Rice  of  Dan  vers.  Mad- 
den of  Boston,  Cobb  of  Dedham,  and  Russell  of  Lowell 
were  appointed  the  committee. 

Thereupon  the  Secretary  transmitted  to  the  House  a 
list  of  all  the  persons  returned  as  representatives,  with 
the  original  certificates  of  their  election,  which  had  been 
returned  to  his  office. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Tompkins  of  Boston, — 
Ordered^  That  the  Clerk  call  the  roll  of  the  House,  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  if  a  quorum  be  present. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  two  hundred  and  thirteen  mem- 
bers having  answered  to  their  names,  the  Chair  declared 
a  quorum  present. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Hale  of  Boston, — 
Organization.         Ordevedy  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  wait 
upon  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  inform  him  that 
a  quorum  of  the  House  is  assembled,  and  that  the  mem- 
bers are  ready  to  be  qualified. 

Messrs.  Hale  of  Boston,  Walden  of  Lynn,  Cogswell  of 
Leicester,  Dunham  of  Pittsfield,  and  Johnson  of  Brook-\ 
field  were  appointed, 
oattiadniinu.  Soou  aftcrwards.  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  with 
the  Council  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  came 
in,  and  the  oaths  and  affirmations  required  by  the  Consti- 
tution and  the  laws  were  administered  by  His  Excellency  to 
the  members  present,  and  subscribed  by  them ;  after  which 
the  Governor,  the  Council,  and  the  Secretary  withdrew. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Rice  of  Danvers, — 
Speaker  elected.       Ordered y  That  a   committee  of  six  be   appointed  to 
receive,  sort  and  count  the  votes  for  Speaker. 

Messrs.  Rice  of  Danvers,  Osborn  of  Fall  River,  Pres- 
cott  of  Boston,  Hawkes  of  Lynn,  Whitehouse  of  Boston, 
and  Snow  of  Barnstable  were  appointed. 

Mr.  Rice,  from  the  committee,  afterwards  reported  as 
follows : —

And  Mr.  Long  having  been  elected,  declaration  was 
made  accordingly,  and  the  Speaker  was  conducted  to  the 
chair  by  a  committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Hale  of  Bos- 
ton and  Bird  of  Walpole,  and  spoke  as  follows : — 

I  thank  you,  gentlemen,  for  this  unanimous  confidence. 
The  experience  of  a  former  session  has  confirmed  my 
respect  for  the  House  of  Representatives  and  my  appre- 
ciation of  the  honor  it  is  to  preside  over  it.  In  the  dis- 
charge of  my  office,  involving  such  a  variety  of  considera- 
tions that  the  very  endeavor  to  do  justice  to  all  must  cause 
disappointment  to  some,  I  must  ask  your  generous  for- 
bearance. I  bring  you  little  else  than  a  desire  to  be  faith- 
ful to  my  duty  and  fair  to  you,  and  a  persistent  and  vig- 
orous co5peration  with  you  in  despatching  the  business  of 
the  people  we  represent. 

I  foresee  no  press  of  matters  that  need  detain  us  long. 
I  count  bravely  on  another  short  session.     A  year  ago  the 
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Legislature  held  with  unprecedented  fidelity  to  the  rules, 
which  forbid  the  introduction  of  new  business  after  the 
22d  of  February,  and  require  all  committees  to  report  by 
the  22d  of  March,  and  the  session  was  over  in  April.  We 
can  do  better,  especially  if,  as  I  make  bold  to  suggest, 
each  of  those  limitations  be  shortened  a  week.  If,  on  the 
one  hand,  our  committees  delay  their  reports  till  the  last 
day  for  making  them,  we  shall  indeed  comply  with  t^e 
rule,  but  there  will  then  be  crowded  into  the  closing  days 
of  the  session,  as  happened  a  year  ago,  the  weightiest 
matters  and  the  longest  debates,  and  there  will  be  unex- 
pected protraction  of  business.  But  if,  on  the  other 
band,  during  the  months  of  January  and  February,  when 
our  sittings  are  less  occupied,  our  committees  will  each 
day  report  something  for  discussion,  we  can  then  at  once 
mature  and  complete  so  many  matters,  that  we  shall  .avoid 
the  unwieldy  accumulation  of  business  which  usually  im- 
pedes the  final  adjournment.  Then,  with  all  the  reports 
made  by  the  15th  of  March,  with  most  of  those  reports 
already  then  disposed  of  by  reason  of  their  having  come 
earlier  in,  and  with  no  new  business  after  the  1 5th  of  Febru- 
ary, we  can  disperse  in  less  than  one  hundred  days.  This, 
however,  will  of  course  demand  the  most  industrious  attend- 
ance,— you  always  at  your  posts,  myself  always  at  mine. 
I  say  all  this  in  the  interest,  not  of  hasty  legislation,  but 
of  legislation  so  systematically  arranged  and  advanced, 
that  while  nothing  is  done  in  haste,  while  everything  is 
done  with  deliberation,  no  time  is  lost,  and  the  whole 
work  is  at  once  speedily  and  thoroughly  accomplished. 
It  18  at  the  heel  of  protracted  sessions,  under  the  pressure 
of  terminating  abruptly  at  last  what  is  already  too 
long,  that  hasty  legislation  is  most  likely  to  occur.  If 
you  will  permit  me,  I  should  like  from  time  to  time  to 
call  together  the  chairmen  of  committees,  for  the  purpose 
of  promoting  the  common  progress  in  the  manner  I  have 
indicated. 

I  will  not  detain  you  longer.  The  interests  of  the 
Commonwealth  are  in  our  hands.  To  us  it  looks  for  that 
wise  economy,  that  prudent  legislation,  which  will  sub- 
serve the  prosperity  of  the  people.  It  looks  to  us,  its 
paid  and  trusted  servants,  for  simple,  honest  work.  To 
us,  too,  it  looks,  in  the  present  national  crisis,  to  express, 
if  need  be,  the  ancient  faith  of  Massachusetts  in  the  integ- 
rity and  value  of  the  American  Republic.

2.  Resolvedy  That  it  is  desirable  that  an  amendment  to 
the  constitution  should  bo  proposed  by  congress,  clearly 
prescribing  the  mode  of  counting  the  electoral  votes,  to 
the  end  that  this  nation  may  be  under  a  government  of 
laws  and  not  of  men.

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  asking 
to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the 
Senate  Bill  in  relation  to  witnesses,  was  accepted;  and 
the  Chair  ruling  that  the  point  raised  by  the  committee, 
that  under  the  47th  rule  the  House  could  take  no  further 
action  on  the  bill,  was  not  well  taken,  the  bill  was  placed 
in  the  orders  of  the  day  for  Friday  for  a  second  reading; 
the  Speaker  announcing  that  if  there  were  no  objection 
he  would  have  the  grounds  of  his  ruling  printed  for  the 
use  of  the  House  when  the  bill  should  be  reached  in  the 
calendar.     The  ruling  is  as  follows  : —

The  Chair  is  of  opinion  that  House  rule  47  does  not 
preclude  the  House  from  taking  further  action  on  the 
bill  in  question. 

It  is  true,  that  aa  order  was  adopted  in  the  House  early 
in  the  session,  instructing  the  Judiciary  committee  to  in* 
quire  into  the  expediency  of  amending  chapter  *393  of  the 
Acts  of  the  year  1870,  which  is  also  the  object  of  this  bill. 
The  committee  also  state  that,  at  a  hearing  on  said  order, 
an  identically  similar  bill  was  presented  for  their  con- 
sideration, but  not  approved  by  them,  whereupon  they 
reported  on  said  order  that  it  was  inexpedient  to  legis- 
late ;  and  the  House  subsequently  accepted  their  report. 

The  authorities — Cushing's  Law  and  Practice  of  Legis- 
lative Assemblies,  sections  2305-2314,  and  Warrington's 
Manual,  section  118 — are  plain  that  in  such  a  state  of 
facts,  no  measure  substantially  the  same — as  undoubtedly 
is  the  bill  in  question — can,  as  a  matter  of  parliamentary 
principle,  be  again  introduced  into  the  House  during  the 
present  session ;  with,  however,  this  sole  exception,  which 
is  equally  well  recognized  in  the  same  authorities  as  a  mat- 
ter of  parliamentary  principle,  that  a  measure  substantially 
the  same  may  be  introduced  into  the  House  from  its  co- 
ordinate branch,  the  Senate.  Gushing,  in  his  work  before 
cited,  section  2314,  says:  ^The  judgment  of  one  house, 
being  obligatory  only  upon  itself  and  its  own  members,  it 
follows  that  the  application  of  the  rule  in  question  is  con- 
fined to  the  house  in  which  its  previous  proceeding  has 
taken  place,  and  to  the  members  of  that  house.  Thus,  if 
a  bill  is  pending  or  has  been  rejected  in  one  house,  the 
same  bill — that  is,  a  bill  of  the  same  tenor — may,  never- 
theless, be  introduced  in  the  other,  inasmuch  as  the  latter 
has  not  as  yet  come  to  any  judgment  upon  that  or  a 
similar  bill.  If  such  bill  passes  in  the  house  in  which  it  is 
begun,  it  may  be  sent  from  that  house  to  the  other,  and 
so  introduced  in  that  house,  although  a  similar  bill  is  there 
pending,  or  has  been  passed  or  rejected;  because  the 
judgment  of  that  house  is  obligatory  pnly  to  prevent  the 
introduction  of  such  a  bill  by  its  own  members,  but  not 
the  introduction  of  a  bill  from  the. other  house,  which  is 
an  independent  and  coordinate  branch.  If  the  introduc- 
tion of  a  bill  from  the  other. house  in  this  manner  cannot 
be  objected  to  on  the  ground  of  order,  so  neither  can  its 
being  proceeded  upon  or  passed.  Whether  the  house  to 
which  it  is  sent,  having  already  expressed  its  opinion  by 

54 
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rejecting  a  similar  bill »  or  having  a  similar  bill  then  under 
consideration,  will  reconsider  its  judgment  and  pass  the 
bill  thus  sent,  is  a  question  which  does  not  depend  upon 
the  order  or  method  of  proceeding."  ,  Warrington  also, 
in  his  Manual,  at  section  118,  says :  ^  It  is  a  rule,  that  when 
any  bill,  re'solve,  resolution,  order,  petition,  memorial  or 
remonstrance  has  been  finally  rejected,  no  other,  substan- 
tially the  same,  shall  be  introduced  by  any  committee  or 
member  during  the  session.  This  does  not  exclude  matters 
of  the  same  sort  from  coming  from  the  other  branch." 

The  Chair  believes  this  exception  is  founded,  Jirsty  on 
the  ground  of  that  courtesy  which  exists  between  the  two 
branches,  and  which  presumes  their  cooperation  till  the 
moment  of  final  disagreement ;  second^  pn  the  ground  that 
while  the  original  rejection  of  a  measure  by  the  House  is 
a  direct  vote  on  the  measure  itself,  its  action  upon  the  same 
measure,  when  introduced  from  the  other  branch,  is  upon 
concurring  with  the  direct  vote  of  that  branch  thereon, 
there  being  some  distinction  between,  on  the  one  hand, 
rejecting' a  measure  of  its  own,  and  on  the  other,  conced- 
ing to  the  other  branch,  as  a  matter  of  courtesy  or  defer- 
ence, or  agreement,  a  concurrence  in  its  adoption  of  the 
same  measure ;  and  tliirdy  on  the  ground  that  the  very 
object  of  having  two  branches  is  that  the  wisdom  of  each 
shall  be  the  wisdom  of  the  other,  and  that  no  measure  that 
involves  the  public  welfare  shall  fail  for  want  of  the  joint 
consideration  of  both. 

If,  then,  the  present  question  were  to  be  governed  by 
the  general  parliamentary  principle,  there  would  be  no  bar 
to  the  introduction  of  this*  bill  into  the  House  from  the 
Senate,  although  substantially  the  same  measure  had  there 
once  already  been  finally  rejected.  Is  there  anything  in 
House  rule  47  that  constitutes  such  a  bar?  It  must  be 
remembered  that  our  rules  are  for  the  most  part  an  expres- 
sion of  the  general  parliamentary  law.  Such,  especially, 
is  that  part  of  rule  47  which  is  applicable  to  the  present 
issue,  and  which  is  as  follows :  "  When  a  bill,  order,  peti- 
tion, memorial  or  remonstrance  has  been  finally  rejected, 
no  measure  substantially  the  same  shall  be  introduced  by 
any  committee  or  member  during  the  same  session,''  the 
remainder  of  the  rule  applying  to  a  different  issue  from  the 
present  one.  The  **  introduction  "  of  a  bill,  gathering  the 
meaning  of  the  word  from  the  context  in  rule  47,  and 
from  its  use  elsewhere  in  the  rules,  especially  in  rule  45, 
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and  in  joint  rule  20,  evidently  means  the  original  debut 
of  the  bill,  and  not  its  subsequent  reappearance  wnen  re- 
ported back  from  the  various  committees*,  to  which,  after 
its'  first  appearance,  it  may  happen  to  be  referred  from 
time  to  time.     The  only  methods  of  introducing  a  bill,  ac- 
cording to  rule  45,  are  three, — by  receipt  from  the  Sen- 
ate, by  report  from  a  committee,  or  by  motion  on  the  part 
of  a  noiember ;  and  the  express  enumeration  in  rule  47  of 
the  last  two  methods,  as  methods  by  which  a  rejected 
measure  cannot  be  introduced  a  second  time,  is,  according 
to  a  familiar  rule  of  construction,  a  clear  implication  that 
the  remaining  method,  that  by  receipt  from  the  Senate,  is 
one  by  which  a  rejected  measure  may  be  so  introduced. 
This  appears  still  clearer,  when,  on  reading  the  remainder 
of  rule  47,  it  is  found  that,  while  this  right  to  introduce 
rejected   measures  by  receipt  from  the  other  branch  is 
plainly  recognized,  one  exception  is  made  in  the  case  of 
^  an  amendment  to  a  House  bill  which  is  substantially  the 
same  as  a  bill  already  rejected  by  the  House."    This  ex- 
ception proves  the  rule.     Why  exclude  by  express  terms. 
a  once  rejected  House  bill  on  the  ground  that  it  comes 
from  the  Senate  in  the  one  particular  form  of  an  amend- 
ment to  another  House  bill,  which  might  thus  be  over- 
loaded and  killed,  if  it  be  true  that  under  rule  47,  and 
without  this  exception,  no  rejected  House  bill  at  all  can 
come  back  to  the  House  from  the  Senate  ? 

Evidently,  then,  a  rejected  House  bill  may  be  introduced 
a  second  time  into  the  House  if  it  come  from  the  Senate 
as  an  independent  measure.  Once  in  the  House,  and  there 
referred  to  a  committee  of  the  House,  a  subsequent  re- 
port of  it  back  from  that  committee  is  a  part  of  its  career, 
and  not  such  an  ^  introduction ''  of  it  as,  to  bring  it  within 
rule  47,  as  being  ''introduced  by  a  committee,**  and  there- 
fore barred  by  that  rule  from  being  further  acted  upon. 
To  say  that  any  rule  of  the  House  recognizes  the  right  to 
introduce  a  bill,  and  then  makes  its  reference  to  a  commit- 
tee,  and  their  report  upon  it,  a  bar  to  its  further  consider- 
ation, would  not  be  creditable  to  the  good  sense  of  a  delib- 
erative body.  Gushing,  section  2314,  before  cited,  says  : 
^li  the  introduction  of  a  bill  from  the  other  house  in  this 
manner  cannot  be  objected  to,  on  the  ground  of  order,  so 
neither  can  its  being  proceeded  upon  and  passed." 

There  is  a  decision  in  the  House  journal  of  1875,  of  the 
date  of  March  31,  which   has   been   urged  against  the 
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position  of  the  Chair.  The  ciroumstances  of  the  two  cac(^ 
are  not' altogether  alike.  That  was  not  a  case  of  a  bill, 
which,  having  been  rejected  in  the  House,  and  subsequently 
passed  as  an  independent  measure  in  the  Senate,  was 
thence  sent  to  the  House  and  there  ruled  out.  On  the 
contrary,  it  was  referred  in  the  Senate  to  a  joint  commit- 
tee, and  then  sent  from  the  Senate  into  the  House  for  con- 
currence in  that  reference.  This  concurrence  the  House 
extended,  and  it  is  certainly  somewhat  significant  that  it 
did  so  without  making  any  point  of  order.  The  bill  which 
in  fact,  in  that  case,  was  afterwards  ruled  out  by  Mr. 
Speaker  Sanford,  was  not  the  one  so  referred,  but  a  ^  new 
draft,"  which  made  its  first  appearance,  not  by  receipt 
from  the  Senate,  as  in  the  present  case,  but  by  report 
fi*om  its  joint  committee  on  Mercantile  Affairs,  and  which 
was  never  in  the  House  at  all  till  ^  introduced  by  that  com- 
mittee," and  which,  therefore,  came  within  the  express 
terms  of  rule  47,  and,  of  course,  was  ruled  out  and  laid 
aside. 

In  no  other  way  can  the  Chair  interpret  Mr.  Speaker 
Sanford's  ruling  of  March  31,  1875.  It  is  to  be  r^retted 
that  it  does  not  contain  a  full  discussion  of  the  question 
by  that  very  able  parliamentarian.  It  makes  no  reference 
to  the  general  parliamentary  principle,  or  to  the  distinction 
contained  in  rule  47,  which  puts  rejected  bills,  introduced 
from  a  coordinate  branch,  on  a  different  footing  from  those 
introduced  In  any  other  way.  The  statement,  "that  it 
made  no  difference  how  the  subject-matter  originated  or 
came  up  before  the  committtee  reporting  the  bill,"  is  cer- 
tainly very  broad,  and.  seems  to  the  Chair  to  be  in  conflict 
with  the  authorities  and  the  rule. 

It  appears  to  the  Chair  correct  to  receive  this  bill  from 
.  the  Senate  for  the  consideration  of  the  House,  as  a  matter 
of  parliamentary  law,  as  a  matter  of  compliance  with  rule 
47,  and  especially  as  in  keeping  with  the  principles  of 
joint  legislative  deliberation,  which  underlie  and  mould 
both  the  law  and  the  rule. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Claims,  reference  to  the 
next  General  Court,  on  the  petition  of  the  city  of  Boston 
for  payment  for  the  abatement  of  a  nuisance  in  rear  of  the 
State  Prison,  was  accepted  in  concurrence.

(recommitted)  of  the  chaplain  of  the  State  Prison,  was 
laid  on  the  table  on  motion  of  Mr.  Watts  of  Taunton. 

The  Bill  concerning  appeals  in  district,  municipal  and 
police  courts,  and  before  trial  justices,  and  for  abolishing 
certain  district  and  police  courts,  was  further  considered. 
Pending  amendments  moved  by  Messrs.  Hillis  of  Maynard, 
Newton  of  Southborough,  and  Ingalls  of  Adams,  were  re- 
jected ;  and  the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  by  a 
vote  of  78  to  61.

A  motion 
by  Mr.  Dunham  of  Pittsfield  to  amend  by  substituting 
the  *'Bill  to  prevent  double  taxation  in  certain  cases," 
recommended  by  a  minority  of  the  committee,  was  car- 
ried ;  and  the  bill  was  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  day  for 
Friday  for  a  second  reading.

The  Bill  to  provide  for  a  final  settlement  of  probate  orden  of  the 
accounts  was  read  a  third  time,  passed  to  be  engrossed,     ^' 
and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  Bill  in  relation  to  overseers  of  the  poor  was  read  a 
third  time,  passed  to  b^  engrossed  in  concurrence,  and 
sent  up  for  concurrence  in  an  amendment  adopted  at  a 
previous  stage. 

The  Resolves  concerning  the  Commonwealth  flats  at 
South  Boston  were  further  considered,  amended  as  recom- 
mended by  the  committee  on  Finance,  and  ordered  to  a 
third  reading*

The  Bill  to  incorporate  the  Trustees  of  the  Old  South 
Meeting-house  in  Boston,  and  to  provide  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  said  meeting-house,  was  further  considered ;  Mr. 
Dewey  of  Great  Barrington  in  the  Chair,  at  the  request 
of  the  Speaker,  who  is  named  as  one  of  the  corporators 
in  the  bill. 

Mr.  Johnson  of  Brookfield  raised  the  point  of  order 
that  the  bill  is  improperly  before  the  House,  for  the  fol- 
lowing reasons : — 

First.  Because  the  bill  contains  matter  which  is  not 
within  the  scope  of  the  petition,  upon  any  fair  construc- 
tion; and  no  committee  is  competent  to  introduce  any 
subject  for  the  consideration  of  this  House,  which  has  not 
been  previously  referred  to  it  by  some  action  of  the  House. 

Second.  Because,  if  in  any  case  it  be  competent  for  a 
committee  to  introduce  any  subject  for  legishition  which 
has  not  been  previously  referred  to  it,  it  is  clearly  incom- 
petent for  any  committee  to  do  so  when  such  introduction 
ia  in  violation  of  rule  20  of  the  joint  rules  and  orders 
adopted  by  this  Legislature,  which  provides  that  all  new 
subjects  introduced  after  a  time  therein  specified  shall  be 
referred  to  the  next  General  Court. 

Third.    Because  there  has  been  no  notice  or  waiver 
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thereof,  as  provided  in  rule  21  of  said  joint  rules  and 
orders,  and  in  the  General  Statutes,  chapter  2,  section  8. 

Mr.  Osgood  of  Salem  raised  the  point  of  order  that 
whether  the  point  of  the  gentleman  from  Brookfield  was 
well  taken  or  not,  it  was  too  late  for  the  Chair  to  entertain 
it  after  the  House  had  taken  deliberate  action  on  the  bill 
by  passing  it  to  a  third  reading, 'and  he  called  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Chair  to  a  ruling  of  Mr.  Speaker  Sanford 
(House  Journal  of  1874,  p.  367),  that  it  was  too  late  to 
raise  the  question  that  an  amendment  was  not  germane  to 
a  bill  **  after  the  consideration  of  the  amendment  had 
occupied  the  attention  of  the'  House  a  portion  of  two 
sessions";  and  also  to  a  ruling  of  Mr.  Speaker  Jewell 
•  (House  Journal  of  1870,  p.  477),  ^that  a  question  of 
order  growing  out  of  the  character  of  the  report  of  a 
committee  should  be  entertained  by  the  Chair  and  con- 
sidered by  the  House  if  made  at  any  time  before  deliberate 
action  has  been  directly  taken,  as  by  amending  a  bill  or 
resolve,  or  passing  it  to  a  third  reading." 

After  extended  debate,  the  Chair  (Mr.  Dewey)  said  that 
according  to  the  established  usage  of  the  House,  as  he 
understood  it,  a  bill  which  in  some  stage  of  its  prepress 
is  recommitted  and  is  afterwards  reported  back  by  the 
committee  unaltered,  but  with  amendments  suggested, 
resumes  its  previous  stage  in  the  orders  .of  the  day ;  that 
the  bill  before  the  House  having  passed  its  third  reading 
before  it  was  sent  out  and  reported  back,  the  question  now 
was  on  its  engrossment;  that  the  Chair,  if  he  followed 
his  own  judgment  alone,  should  hold  that  questions  like 
those  raised  by  the  gentleman  from  Brookfield  were  com- 
petent to  be  entertained  at  any  time  while  the  measure 
was  before  the  House;  that  such  questions  seemed  to 
affect  not  only  the  actions  of  the  House  within  itself,  but 
the  relations  of  the  House  and  its  proceedings  to  the 
people  of  the  Commonwealth ;  and  that  it  seemed  to  the 
Chair  to  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  member  of  the 
House  at  all  times  to  see  that  its  proceedings  were  in 
conformity  to  its  rules  and  the  principles  of  parliamentary 
law;  but  that  the  rulings  (referred  to  by  the  member 
from  Salem)  of  two  previous  Speakers  appeared  to  be 
opposed  to  the  views  above  expressed  ;  that  these  ruUngs 
seemed  applicable  to  the  question  which  the  Chair  had  to 
decide,  and  he  felt  bound  to  respect  them;  and  that  in 
accordance  therewith   he   would  rule  that  the  point  ot 
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order  raised  by  the  member  from  Sftlem  was  well  taken, 
and  therefore  that  the  points  of  order  made  by  the  mem- 
ber from  Brookfield  were  made  at  too  late  a  stage  in  the 
history  of  the  bill,  and  could  not  be  entertained  by  the 
Chair,  and  that  the  bill  must  be  held  to  be  regularly 
before  the  House. 

Pending  the  further  consideration  of  the  bill,  the  House 

Adjourned. 


Wednesday,  April  25,  1877. 
Met  according  to  adjournment. 
Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Chaplain. 

Orders  Laid  Over. 

The  orders  laid  over  from  yesterday,  relative  to  a  visit  Jj"^^'®®°' 
by  the  Legislature  to  Bennington,  Vt.,  and  to  the  rescind- 
ing of  the  rule  forbidding  the  taking  up  of  new  business  Adjonrnment. 
after  five  o'clock,  were  severally  adopted ;  and  the  former 
was  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  order,  also  laid  over,  relative  to  beginning  morning  Morning  tes. 
sessions  of  the  House  at  ten  o'clock,  etc.,  was  amended  '^°'' 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Sanborn  of  Lawrence  by  striking  out 
the  clause  providing  for    a    Saturday    session,   and   as 
amended  was  adopted.

A  Point  of  Order, 

Mr.  Bragg  of  Chicopee  moved  to  take  from  the  files  a 
Resolve  relating  to  compensation  of  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature, introduced  on  leave  at  the  session  of  1876,  and 
then  referred  under  the  20th  joint  rule  of  that  year  to  the 
next  General  Court ;  and  further  moved  to  refer  the  same 
to  the  committee  on  the  Pay-RoU. 

The  Chair  said  that  rule  45  forbids  the  iutroductioD  of 
a  bill  or  resolve,  except  in  certain  specified  ways;  that 
unless  the  motion  of  Mr.  Bragg  were  to  be  regarded  as  a 
motion  for  special  leave  to  introduce  the  resolve  referred 
to,  it  would  be  obnoxious  to  rule  45 ;  and  that,  on  the 
other  hand,  if  it  were  so  regarded,  it  came  under  the  20th 
joint  rule  as  a  "  subject  of  legislation  proposed  or  intro- 
duced after  the  first  day  of  March,"  and  must  therefore 
^'be  referred  to  the  next  General  Court."  The  House 
refused  to  suspend  the  20th  joint  rule,  four-fifths  not 
voting  in  the  affirmative. 

Subsequently,  Mr.  Osgood  of  Salem  raised  the  point  of 
ordei^  that  the  resolve  having  been  referred  to  this  General 
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Court  by  the  General  Court  of  1876,  it  did  not  come 
within  the  20th  joint  rule. 

Decision  of  the  Chair, 

As  this  is-  a  matter  which  pecuniarily  affects  every  mem- 
ber of  this  body,  I  should  much  prefer  to  submit  it  to  the 
House.  But  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Chair  to  decide  questions 
of  order,  and  I  must  decide  this  one,  leaving  it  to  any 
member,  who  desires  to  do  so,  to  appeal  from  my  decision 
to  the  House  at  large. 

This  is  a  resolve  to  add  one  hundred  dollars  to  the  pay 
of  each  member  of  the  Legislature.  It  is  a  subject  which 
is  introduced  into  the  Legislature  on  this  twenty-fifth  day 
of  April,  1877,  for  the  first  time,  fifty-six  days  since  the 
Ist  of  March,  when  joint  rule  20  became  fully  operative. 
Until  this  day,  no  member  of  either  branch  has  formally 
suggested  or  presented  it.  But  it  is  said  that  it  was 
referred  to  this  General  Court  by  the  General  Court  of 
1876.  But  each  annual  General  Court  is  an  independent 
body  in  itself,  beginning  its  existence  by  the  vital  force  of 
the  tenth  article  of  amendment  to  the  Constitution  on  the 
first  Wednesday  of  January  every  yerfr,  and  ^dissolved 
on  the  day  next  preceding  the  first  Wednesday  of  Janu- 
ary." Mark  the  force  of  the  word  dissolved^  a  word  which 
means  decomposition y  so  that  Blackstone  says,  "A  disso- 
lution is  the  civil  death  of  a  parliament." 

Now,  if  the  General  Court  of  1876,  by  referring  this 
resolve  to  the  next  General  Court,  introduced  it  into  this 
General  Court,  when  did  that  introduction  occur?  Cer- 
tainly not  when  this  resolve  was  so  referred,  for  at  that 
time  this  General  Court  did  not  exist ;  certainly  it  has  not 
been  so  introduced  or  presented  at  any  time  since  this 
session  began,  for  no  member  has  suggested  it,  until  to- 
day ;  and  the  motion  of  Mr.  Bragg,  on  which  we  are  now 
passing,  by  its  own  terms  in  asking  to  take  the  resolve 
from  the  files  of  last  year,  recognizes  the  fact  that  it  is  not 
and  never  yet  has  been  in  the  possession  of  this  session, 
any  more  than  if  it  were  now  slumbering  among  the  dusty 
files  of  1799  or  of  1825.  If  it  is  in  the  possession  of  this 
session,  where  is  the  record  which  the  Clerk  of  this  session 
has  made  of  it? 

No  analogy  exists  between  this  body  and  the  supreme 
or  superior  court,  which  is  never  dissolved^  but  simply 
adjourns  from  term  to  term,  and  the  clerk  of  which  keeps 
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docket  of  every  continued  action,  and  is  himself  a  contina- 
ing  officer,  not  elected  each  term.  When  the  General 
Court  of  1876  referred  this  resolve  to  us,  it  did  nothing 
more,  of  course,  than  it  had  power  to  do ;  its  action  was 
limited  by  its  authority ;  and  what  authority  or  power  had 
the  General  Court  of  1876,  any  more  than  the  city  oouncil 
of  Boston  or  of  Cambridge,  to  mould  our  order  of  bosi- 
ness,  to  lay  out  our  work,  to  define  our  legislation,  to 
introduce  matters  for  our  consideration?  If  all  the 
matters  which  that  court  had  not  time  or  indiiiatioQ  to 
consider,  and  which  it,  as  a  matter  of  courtesy  or  of  wise 
disposition^  referred  to  us,  are  now  before  us,  beyond  any 
power  on  our  part  to  prohibit  their  introduction,  because 
they  are  already  introduced  whether  we  will  or  no,  then 
what  safeguard  have  we  against  entertaining  the  whole 
legacy  of  abortive  and  incomplete  legislation  which  the 
last  session  has  bequeathed  us.  ^  Reference  to  the  next 
General  Court"  is  not  a  mandate  to  the  next  General 
Court,  compulsorily  directing  and  controlling  its  subjedr 
matters  of  legislation  ;  it  is  rather  like  leave  to  ivithdraw, 
or  no  legislation  necessary^  simply  a  reply  to  the  petitioner 
or  to  the  offerer  of  a  bill,  informing  him  that  his  matter 
will  not  be  considered  by  the  present  court,  but  is  referred 
to  the  next,  at  which  he  must  appear  and  look  after  it, 
taking  care  that  somebody  bring  it  up  and  present  or 
introduce  it  there.  If  one  man  or  one  body  r^ers  a  mat- 
ter to  another  man  or  another  body,  does  that  act  of  refer- 
ence compel  such  other  body  to  receive  it ;  is  such  other 
man  or  body  debarred  from  saying,  "I  won't  receive  this 
matter ;  I'll  none  of  it ;  it  is  not  before  me  unless  I  choose 
to  receive  it,  and  until  /  pass  on  the  question  of  receiving 
it  and  exercise  my  choice  in  that  respect,  it  is  not  in  my 
possession"?  Still  more  may  he  say  this,  if  at  the  time 
of  the  reference  he  was  not  himself  in  existence. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  this  is  analogous  to  the  refer- 
ence by  this  House  of  a  matter  to  one  of  its  own  commit- 
tees. But  it  is  hardly  so.  The  committees  of  this  House 
are  its  servants,  and  a  reference  to  them  is  a  command  of 
which  they  must  take  notice  and  on  which  they  are  bound 
to  act. 

It  has  been  urged  that  the  constitutional  provision  that 
an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  adopted  at  our  General 
Court  shall  be  referred  to  the  next  is  significant.  But  I 
think  not.     There  is  nothing  in  the  Constitution  that  re- 
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quires  this  General  Court  to  take  up  and  consider  a  con- 
stitutional amendment  adopted  by  the  last  General  Court. 
On  the  contrary,  we  may  ignore  it,  or  we  may  take  it  up 
and  reject  it ;  and,  in  either  case,  it  fails,  and  in  one  case 
no  less  and  no  more  than  in  the  other. 

It  might  be  a  matter  of  courtesy  if  joint  rule  20  excepted 
matters  referred  to  us  from  previous  years,  though  I  think 
we  hardly  expect  it  ourselves  of  our  successors,  for  the 
matters  we  refer  to  them  should  be  of  weight  enough  to 
suggest  themselves  within  the  first  two  months  of  the  next 
session.  The  question,  however,  is  not  one  of  courtesy, 
but  of  the  construction  of  the  language  of  a  rule  which 
makes  no  exception  in  favor  of  any  one  subject-matter 
over  any  other. 

For  these  reasons,  the  precise  point  never  having  before,  • 

to  my  knowledge,  been  raised  and  decided  when  oppor- 
tunity therefor  has  occurred,  I  must  rule  that  this  is  a 
subject-matter  of  legislation  presented  and  introduced  this 
day  for  the  first  time,  and  that  the  House  having  refused 
to  suspend  the  20th  joint  rule,  the  resolve  must  be  referred 
to  the  next  General  Court. 

» 

Mr.  Osgood  of  Salem  appealed  from  the  decision  of 
the  Chair,  subsequently  stating  his  reasons  for  the  appeal, 
as  follows : — 

The  ruling  of  the  Chair,  that  the  motion  to  take  from 
the  files  a  resolve  that  had  been  referred  by  the  General 
Court  of  1876  to  the  next  General  Court  could  not  be 
entertained  after  the  time  had  passed  within  which  new 
subjects  of  legislation  could  be  proposed  or  introduced, 
except  under  a  suspension  of  the  20th  joint  rule,  in 
effect  gives  matters  so  referred  no  different  standing  in 
the  next  General  Court  from  matters  that  have  never  been 
brought  to  its  attention.  Under  such  a  construction,  the 
reference  of  a  resolve  to  the  next  General  Court  puts  it  in 
no  better  position,  so  far  as  its  introduction  in  that  court 
is  concerned,  than  if  it  is  indefinitely  postponed  or  reject- 
ed. This  could  not  have  been  the  intention  of  the  framers 
of  House  rule  78,  where  the  motion  to  ^^  refer  to  the  next 
General  Court "  is  given  precedence  over  the  motion  to 
•'postpone  indefinitely." 

The  exact  meaning  of  the  words,  ** reference  to  the  next 
General  Court,"  has  never,  to  my  knowledge,  been  settled ; 
nor  has  the  question  of  the  proper  construction  of  the 
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phrase  ever  before  been  raised.  It,  therefore,  seems 
important  that  we  should  carefully  consider  the  subject 
now  that  it  is  brought  to  our  attention,  as  our  action  will 
stand  as  a  precedent  for  the  guidance  of  our  successors. 

A  bill  referred  by  one  General  Court  to  the  next  has 
been  treated  differently,  when  called  up  in  the  General 
Court  to  which  it  was  referred,  from  a  bill  introduced  on 
leave  by  a  member ;  as,  for  example,  at  the  session  of 
1874,  on  May  7,  Mr.  Blaney  of  Peabody  asked  leave  to 
introduce  a  bill  concerning  the  Eastern  Rllilroad  Company, 
and  moved  a  suspension  of  the  20th  joint  rule,  which 
motion  was  lost,  and  the  bill  was  referred  to  the  next 
General  Court.  At  the  session  of  1875,  Mr.  Blaney 
moved  to  take  the  bill  from  the  files  of  last  year  and  refer 
it  to  the  committee  on  Railroads ;  the  motion  was  carried, 
and  the  bill  so  referred.  Now,  if  the  bill  had  no  standing 
in  the  General  Court  of  1875,  the  motion  was  not  in 
order,  being  obnoxious  to  House  rule  45,  which  prescribes 
.  that  no  bill  shall  be  proposed  or  introduced  unless  received 
from  the  Senate,  reported  by  a  committee,  or  moved  as  an 
amendment  to  the  report  of  a  committee,  or  on  special 
leave  granted  to  a  member.  In  this  case  I  submit  that 
the  subject  of  legislation  had  already  been  referred  to  the 
General  Court  o£  1875,  and  for  that  reason  the  motion 
was  in  order,  and  that  the  entry  on  the  journal  of  the 
House  in  such  a  case  is  different  from  the  entry  in  the  case 
of  a  bill  introduced  on  leave  by  a  member. 

Again,  in  1876,  an  order  was  adopted  by  the  House, 
^  that  the  several  resolves  providing  for  amendment  of  the 
Constitution  in  relation  to  sheriffs,  district  attorneys,  com- 
missioners of  insolvency,  and  clerks  of  courts,  agreed  to 
by  the  last  General  Court,  be  taken  from  the  files,  and 
referred  to  the  joint  special  committee  on  Constitutional 
Amendments."  Such  a  proceeding  would  not  be  in  order 
under  House  rule  45,  which  does  not  permit  the  iotroduo- 
tion  of  a  bill  or  resolve  by  such  an  order,  unless  the 
resolve  has  already  some  standing  at  court. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  if  a  bill  is 
referred  to  a  committee,  to  indorse  the  fact  thereon,  and 
transmit  it  to  the  committee  for  their  action ;  or,  if  an 
order  is  passed  referring  a  matter  to  the  board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners,  to  send  them  an  attested  copy  of  the  order ; 
and  it  would  seem,  that,  having  indorsed  on  a  bill  or 
resolve,  "referred  to  the  next  General  Court,"  and  made 
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an  entry  to  that  effect  in  the  journal,  it  is  equally  the  duty 
of  the  Clerk  to  transmit  such  bill  to  the  Clerk  of  the  next 
General  Court,  who  would  then  have  it  in  his  possession 
ready  to  be  called  up  on  motion  of  a  member,  in  the  same 
manner  as  matters  lying  on  the  table  are  taken  therefrom ; 
in  either  case  requiring  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers present  to  take  it  up  before  any  other  action  can  be 
taken  thereon.  It  seems  to  me,  therefore,  that  matters 
referred  to  the  next  General  Court  are  constructively,  at 
least,  before  the  court  at  the  opening  of  its  session. 

If  the  subjects  referred  to  us  by  the  last  General  Court 
are  not  deemed  of  sufficient  importance  to  demand  our 
attention,  we  are  not  obliged  to  consider  them,  and  we  can- 
not consider  them  except  on  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
members,  and  this  would  seem  to  be  a  sufficient  safeguard 
against  our  being  burdened  with  matters  we  do  not  think 
it  expedient  to  pass  upon ;  but  I  submit,  that  a  matter  hav- 
ing been  referred  to  us  by  the  last  General  Court,  it  cannot 
be  considered  as  a  new  subject,  iSrst  suggested  at  the  time 
the  motion  is  made  to  take  it  up.  The  last  General  Court 
had  a  right  to  refer  matters  to  us  for  our  consideration. 
We  have  an  equal  right  to  refuse  to  consider  them.  But 
they  are  matters  of  which,  if  brought  to  our  attention,  we 
are  bound  to  take  official  notice,  and  stand  in  a  different 
relation  from  matters  that  might  be  referred  to  us  from 
other  legislative  bodies. 

See  what  Cushing  says,  sections  2065,  2066  and  2067, 
in  reference  to  the  introduction  of  a  bill :  **A  third  method 
of  introducing  a  bill,  which  is  of  very  frequent  occur- 
rence, is  the  reading,  on  motion,  of  some  document  or 
record.  This  form  of  proceeding  is  also  proper  ^with 
regard  to  every  document  or  paper  which  is  regularly  in 
the  possession  of  the  House,  whatever  its  character  may 
be ;  as  for  example  any  entry  in  the  journal  of  an  order, 
resolution  or  other  proceeding  of  the  House,  whether  of 
the  same  or  of  a  former  session.  When  a  document  is  of 
a  public  nature,  but  not  one  of  which  the  House  is  bound 
to  or  can  take  official  notice,  as,  for  example,  a  proclama- 
tion of  a  local  character,  the  course  is  first  to  cause  a  copy 
of  the  document  to  be  laid  before  the  House  from  the 
proper  authorities."  It  will  be  seen  that  a  difference  is 
made  between  matters  of  which  the  House  has  official* 
notice,  by  an  entry  on  the  journal  of  a  former  session,  and 
those  which  are  referred  to  it  from  outside  bodies. 
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It  has  been  suggested  that  **  reference  to  the  next  €ren- 
eral  Court**  was  in  effect  like  ** leave  to  withdraw,"  or  "no 
legislation  necessary,"  but  that  can  hardly  be  so.  Take 
for  example  the  provision  of  article  nine  of  the  amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution,  which  says:  ^If  at  any  time 
hereafter  any  specific  and  particular  amendment  or  amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  be  proposed  in  the  General 
Court,  and  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  Senators  and 
two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives present  and  voting  thereon,  such  proposed  amend- 
ment or  amendments  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  of 
the  two  houses,  with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon, 
and  referred  to  the  General  Court  then  next  to  be  chosen, 
and  shall  be  published,"  and  the  amendment  is  printed  in 
the  blue-book  with  the  indorsement  of  the  Speaker  of  the 
House,  that  ^  the  same  is  referred  to  the  General  Court 
next  to  be  chosen.**  In  this  case  it  would  seem  that 
"reference  to  the  next  General  Court  **  must  mean  some- 
thing entirely  different  from  "leave  to  withdraw,"  "no 
legislation  necessary,**  or  "indefinitely  postponed,"  and 
that  the  Chair  could  not  say  that  it  was  a  subject-matter 
of  legislation  first  proposed  or  introduced  at  the  time  when 
a  member  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  such  a  measure 
has  been  referred  to  this  General  Court  by  the  last,  by 
moving  to  take  up  the  resolve  and  consider  it  or  refer  it 
to  a  committee.  It  is  undoubtedly  true  that,  attention 
being  called  to  the  resolve,  the  House  can  refuse  to  con- 
sider it,  or  can  consider  and  reject  it,  and  that  the  effect  is 
the  same  in  either  case.  But  one  General  Court  has  a 
right  under  the  Constitution  to  refer  such  a  matter  to  the 
next,  and  it  would  seem  that  the  subject  must  be  before 
the  next  General  Court  at  its  assembling,  waiting  only  a 
motion  to  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  the  House.  If  no 
motion  is  made  before  the  General  Court  is  prorogued, 
then  the  resolve  fails  in  the  same  manner  that  a  matter 
upon  the  table  falls  to  the  ground  under  like  circum- 
stances. 

A  motion  to  take  from  the  files  a  bill  or  resolve  referred 
to  this  General  Court  by  the  last,  is  equivalent  to  a  motion 
that  the  House  do  now  consider  a  subject  which  has  been 
previously  referred  to  it,  and  cannot,  in  my  judgment,  be 
construed  as  a  request  on  the  part  of  a  member  for  special 
leave  to  introduce  a  bill  or  resolve.  "Reference  to  the 
'     next  General  Court  **  certainly  means  something  more  than 
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a  polite  bowing  of  a  petitioner  or  his  bill  out  of  court,  in 
the  case  of  the  constitutional  amendment,  and  it  seems  to 
me  that  it  was  intended  to  mean  more  than  that  in  all 
oases.  I  submit,  that  ^reference  to  the  next  General 
Court"  brings  the  subject-matter  so  referred  before  the 
court,  and  if  it  is  not  considered,  it  is  not  because  the 
subject  is  not  in  the  possession  of  the  court,  but  because 
no  member  of  the  House  brings  the  fact  that  such  a  sub- 
ject has  been  so  referred  to  its  attention,  or  the  House 
refiises  to  proceed  with  it,  as  it  has  an  equal  right  to  do 
as  regards  any  other  matter  that  may  be  before  it.  While 
joint  rule  20  might  say  that  matters  referred  from  the  last 
General  Court  should  not  be  taken  up  after  a  specified 
time,  I  submit  that,  in  the  absence  of  such  a  provision,  it 
is  competent  for  any  member,  at  any  time  during  the 
session,  to  call  up  a  matter  referred  from  the  last  General 
Court,  and  the  House  must  consider  it  if  a  majority  of 
the  members  are  in  favor  of  so  doing,  and  that  it  cannot 
be  excluded  under  joint  rule  20,  as  a  new  subject  of 
legislation.

Mr.  Dunham  of  Pittsfield  being  in  the  Chair,  Mr.  Bird 
of  Walpole  offered  the  following  resolution : — 

Resolved^  That  the  thanks  of  the  membeirs  of  the  House  2^*J"  ^  **»* 
of  Representatives  are  hereby  tendered  to  the  Hon.  John    ^ 
D.  Long  for  the  ability,  impartiality  and  efficiency  with 
which  he  has  performed  the  important  duties  of  the  Chair 
during  the  present  session. 

After  remarks  by  Messrs.  Bird  of  Walpole,  Washburn 
of  Worcester  (who  laid  upon  the  Speaker's  desk  an  album 
containing  photographs  of  members  of  the  House),  Hale, 
Allen,  Brackett,  Hill  aud  Fuller  of  Boston,  McCafferty  of 
Worcester,  Kelley  of  Cambridge,  Sanborn  of  Lawrence, 
Gerry  of  Hyde  Park,  Rice  of  Danvers,  Sanderson  of 
Littleton,  and  Morse  of  Somerville,  the  resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

The  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair,  and  spoke  as  follows : — 

Let  me  thank  you,  gentlemen,  for  the  resolution  just 
adopted,  and  for  the  kind  words  that  have  accompanied  it. 
This  is  an  occasion  all  our  own.  I  might  employ  it  in 
referring  to  your  work,  much  of  it  of  real  value ;  some 
of  it  not  consummated  in  legislation,  and  yet  not  lost, 
because  your  successors  will  carry  it  forward.  I  might 
refer  to  the  simple  excellence  of  your  decorum.  I  might 
delay  you  with  an  expression  of  my  conviction,  which 
with  increased  experience  has  steadily  npwn  stronger,  of 
the  wisdom  and  safety  of  a  large  popumr  assembly  meet- 
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ing  every  year  and  fairly  representing  the  popular  reach ; 
and  of  my  belief  that  it  would  be  a  calamity  and  would 
tend  to  impair  disinterested  legislation,  if  at  any  time, 
impatient  of  the  cost  or  length  of  legislative  sessions,  the 
people  should  be  led  to  reduce  the  number  of  their  repre- 
sentatives or  the  frequency  of  their  meeting.  I  might 
dwell  on  the  easily  remediable  causes  which,  not  perhaps 
without  fault  on  our  part,  have  kept  us  here  too  long,  in 
spite  of  your  industrious  intentions  and  faithful. attend- 
ance, although  it  should  not  be  forgotten  that,  after  all, 
we  have  actually  been  in  session  in  this  hall  only  ninety- 
three  days.  I  might  suggest  that  hereafter  a  vigorous 
.  employment  of  the  months  of  January  and  February,  and 
the  immediate  introduction  by  committees  of  important 
bills  early  in  the  session,  would  not  only  save  golden  mo- 
ments, but  ensure,  if  need  be,  less  hurried  deliberation. 

I  might  say  I  am  persuaded  that  the  great  desideratum 
in  every  department  of  government  is  that  it  should  be 
simple  and  unambitious ;  that  legislation  will  no  doubt 
continue  to  fall  off  in  relative  importance,  as  the  commu- 
nity, with  increasing  intelligence  and  with  easier  adapta- 
tion of  its  own  agencies,  goes  on  perfecting  the  art  of 
taking  care  of  itself;  and  that  while  the  prime  object  of 
the  law-making^  power  of  the  Liegislature  is  to  recognize 
and  meet  great  general  needs  rather  than  make  special 
experiments  at  public  risk  and  cost,  it  yet  has  a  grander 
function  as  a  General  Court  which,  warm  with  popular 
sympathies  and'  interests,  watches  the  rights,  probes  the 
abuses,  vents  the  impulses,  and  is  the  homely  but  true- 
hearted  safeguard  of  the  liberties  of  the  people. 

The  field  is  an  attractive  one,  but  somehow  my  heart 
turns  rather  to  the  winter's  delightful  companionship,  in 
which  acquaintance  has  ripened  into  friendship,  till  in 
these  last  hours,  we  find,  with  something  of  the  old  school- 
day  feeling,  that  we  have  come  to  respect  and  regard  one 
another  more  than  we  knew,  and  that  it  is  not  easy  to  say 
the  parting  word.  I  cannot  think  we  ever  grow,  or  ought 
to  grow,  too  old  or  too  wise  to  be  indifferent  to  these 
kindly  sentiments  of  personal  attachment.  The  eagerness 
of  debate,  the  push  of  difference  of  opinion  over,  we 
carry  away,  as  we  ought  to  carry  away,  the  memory  of  a 
common  good  endeavor.  For  myself,  I  cannot  forget  the 
pleasant  faces  on  which  my  eyes  have  rested  so  long,  or 
the  names  that  have  become  like  household  words,  upon 
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my  lips.  For  your  most  acceptable  gift  of  this  album , 
containing  both,  I  thank  you,  assuring  you  that  you  could 
give  mo  no  souvenir  that  I  should  value  more. 

I  have  tried  to  be  dutiful  and  fair.  If  you  have  ever 
deemed  me  otherwise,  I  trust  you  have  acquitted  me  when 
you  remembered  that  in  endeavoring  to  apply  our  rules 
upon  the  instant  and  with  impailiality  to  all  members,  the 
Chair  cannot  respond  at  once  to  the  eager  wish  of  every 
membev,  and  that  what  seems  injustice  to  one  may  be  the 
justice  due  to  some  other  and  to  the  House. 

In  your  behalf,  and  especially  for  myself,  let  me  not 
forget  those  of  our  number  who  are  detained  by  sickness. 
liCt  me  also  pay  tribute  to  the  fit  and  inspiring  ministi:a- ' 
lions  of  our  beloved  Chaplain ;  to  the  accurate,  swift  and 
thorough  work  of  our  accomplished  Clerk,  who  has  given 
me  not  only  the  aid  of  a  co-ordinate,  but  the  watchful 
help  of  a  friend ;  also  to  the  noiseless  efficiency  of  his 
assistant ;  and  to  the  courteous  services  of  our  Sergeant- 
at-Arms  and  every  one  of  his  associates,  not  forgetting  the 
fidelity  with  which  he  has  at  once  secured  the  convenience 
of  members  and  been  a  prudent  steward  for  the  Common- 
wealth. 

We  part  with  one  link  of  our  circle  broken.  The  death 
of  Governor  Washburn,  our  senior  member,  is  too  recent, 
his  praises  are  too  fresh  in  our  ears,  for  me  to  refer  again 
to  either.  If  his  loss  brought  sorrow,  I  am  not  sure  that 
it  did  not  also  bring  a  certain  influence  of  composure,  of 
elevation,  of  tenderness  over  us,  which  makes  the  loss 
somewhat  a  gain.

Introduced  on  Leave. 

By  Mr.  Brown  of  Boston,  a  Resolve  in  relation  to  the 
compensation  of  members  of  the  Legislature.  Read,  and 
referred  to  the  next  General  Court,  under  refusal  of  the 
House  to  suspend  the  20th  joint  rule. 

Subsequently,  Mr.  Brown  moved  a  reconsideration  of 
the  vote  by  which  the  House  refused  to  suspend  the  rule. 
The  motion  was  carried,  and  the  question  recurring  on 
suspension,  the  House  again  refused,  100  to  37. 

Reports  of  a  Committee. 

By  Mr.  Bird  of  Walpole,  from  the  committee  on  Finance, 
on  a  general  order,  a  Bill  in  further  addition  to  an  Act 
making  appropriations  to  meet  certain  expenditures  author- 
ized the  present  year,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Under  suspension  of  rules,  the  bill  took  its  several 
readings,  and  was  passed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  up  for 
concurrence. 

By  Mr:  Stone  of  Newburyport,  from  the  same  com- 
mittee, no  further  legislation  necessary,  on  an  order 
authorizing  them  to  report  appropriation  bills,  and  on  so 
much  of  the  Governor's  address  as  relates  to  the  finances 
of  the  Commonwealth.  Read,  and  accepted  under  sus- 
pension of  the  rule. 

Paper  from  the  Senate. 

A  Bill  authorizing  the  appointment  of  trustees  for  the 
State  Lunatic  Hospital  at  Danvers,  introduced  on  leave  in 
the  Senate  and  there  considered  under  suspension  of  the 
20th  joint  rule,  came  down  for  concurrence  in  such  sus- 
pension. The  House  refused  to  concur.  Subsequently, 
Mr.  Ellis  of  Springfield  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  by 
which  the  House  refused  its  concurrence,  and  the  motion 
was  carried.  The  question  recurring  on  suspending  the 
20th  joint  rule,  the  House  voted  to  concur  in  its  suspen- 
sion, and  the  bill  was  returned  to  the  Senate  indorsed 
accordingly.

Ordered^  In  concurrence,  that  a  committee  be  appointed, 
to  consist  of  three  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  with  such  as 
the  House  may  join,  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency  the 
Goyemor,  and  inform  him  that  the  two  branches  of  the 
Legislature  haye  disposed  of  all  the  public  business  which 
has  been  brought  before  them,  and  to  request  him,  with 
the  adyice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  to  prorogue  them 
to  the  Tuesday  next  preceding  the  first  Wednesday  of 
January  next. 

Messrs.  Crane,  Russell  and  Adams  haying  been  ap- 
pointed by  the  Senate,  Messrs.  Hall  of  Boston,  Shortle  of 
Plroyincetown,  Gerry  of  Hyde  Park,  Watts  of  Taunton, 
Fairbank  of  Oakham,  Egleston  of  Westfield,  Kelley  of 
Cambridge,  Eddy  of  West  Bridge  water  and  Bragg  of 
Chicopee  were  joined  on  the  part  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Hall,  from  the  committee,  afterwards  reported  that 
they  had  waited  upon  His  Excellency  and  informed  him 
of  the  action  of  the  two  branches ;  and  that  His  Excellency 
was  pleased  to  say  that  he  had  acted  upon  all  matters 
which  had  been  laid  before  him.  He  desired  conyeyed  to 
the  Legislature  his  congratulations  upon  the  completion 
of  its  labors,  and  stated  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth would  forthwith  prorogue  the  two  branches,  in 
accordance  with  their  request. 

At  6.15  o'clock  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth 
appeared,  and  stated  that  His  Excellency  had  signed  two 
hundred  fifly-two  Acts  and  sixty-nine  Besolyes,  being  all 
that  had  been  placed  before  him,  except  the  Bills  in  rela- 
tion to  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors ;  to  further  define 
the  policy  of  the  Commonwealth  in  regard  to  the  Hoosac 
Tunnel  and  the  Troy  and  Greenfield  Railroad;  and  au- 
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tborizing  the  appointment  of  trustees  for  the  State  Lunatic 
Hospital  at  Danyers ;  each  of  which  had  been  returned  by 
him  to  the  branch  in  which  it  originated,  with  his  objeo- 
tions  thereto.  The  Secretary  farther  proceeded  to  wj 
that  he  had  been  directed  by  the  Gt)yemor,  with  the  ooo- 
sent  of  the  Council,  and  in  compliance  witU  the  request  of 
the  two  branches,  to  prorogue  the  General  Court  to  the 
Tuesday  next  preceding  the  first  Wednesday  in  Jannaiy 
next.    And  th^  Oenerd  Court  was  prorogued  accordinglj.

17.  No  member  shall  be  absent  more  than  two  days  without 
leave  of  the  House. 

18.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  Arom  the  House  without 
leave,  unless  there  be  a  quorum  without  his  presence. 

19.  Papers  in  possession  of  a  member  obtaining  leave  of 
absence,  or  at  the  end  of  the  session,  shall  be  left  by  him  with 
the  Clerk.     ■ 

20.  If  a  member  is  guilty  of  a  breach  of  any  of  the  Rules  and 

Orders,  he  may  be  required  by  the  House  on  motion  to  make 

satisfaction  therefor,  and  until  he  has  done  so,  he  shall  not  be 

allowed  to  vote  or  speak,  except  by  way  of  excuse.

22.  Unless  other  provision  is  made  in  any  case,  all  com- 
mittees shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  and  the  member  first 
named  shall  be  chairman. 
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28.  In  case  of  the  election  of  a  committee  bj  ballot,  the 
member  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  chairman. 

24.  No  member  shall  be  required  to  be  on  more  than  two 
committees  at  the  same  time,  nor  chairman  of  more  than  one. 

25.  No  member  shall  serve  on  any  committee  in  an  j  question 
where  his  private  right  is  immediatehr  concerned  distinct  &«Hn 
the  public  interest. 

26.  The  Committee  on  Finance  shall  report  in  appropriation 
bills,  only  such  items  of  expenditure  as  are  authorized  by  law, 
or  such  as  the  committee  has  been  directed  by  the  House  to 
insert.

28.  The  Committee  oa  Engrossed  Bills  shall  carefully  examine 
and  compare  engrossed  bills,  and  report  them  rightly  and  truly 
engrossed,  when  found  to  be  so,  without  delay. 

29.  When  the  object  of  an  application,  whether  by  petition, 
order,  or  bill  introduced  on  leave,  can  be  secured  without  a 
special  act  under  existing  general  laws,  the  oonmiittee  to  which 
the  matter  is  referred  shall  report  leave  to  withdraw,  inexpedient 
to  legislate,  or  ought  not  to  pass,  as  the  case  may  be. 

80.  No  bill  affecting  the  rights  of  individuals  or  private  or 
municipal  corporations  shall  be  reported  by  a  committee,  unless 
notice  has  been  given  to  all  parties  interested,  by  public  adver- 
tisement or  otherwise,  without  expense  to  the  Commonwealth ; 
or  unless  satisfactory  evidence  is  produced  that  the  parties 
interested  have  either  received  notice  in  writing,  or  have  in 
writing  waived  notice. 

81.  On  or  before  the  twenty-second  day  of  March,  com- 
mittees shall  make  final  report  upon  matters  referred  to  them 
prior  to  that  day,  unless  further  time  is  granted,  for  cause. 

Oammittee  of  the  Whole, 

82.  When  the  House  determines  to  go  into  a  committee  of 
the  whole,  the  chairman  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker. 

88.    The  rules  of  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  a  committee 
.    of  the  whole,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  except  the  rules 
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limiting  debate.  A  motion  to  rise,  report  progress,  and  ask 
leave  to  sit  again,  shall  be  always  first  in  order,  and  be  decided 
without  debate.

84.  Petitions,  memorials,  remonstrances,  and  papers  of  a 
like  nature,  and  reports  of  committees,  shall  be  presented  before 
the  House  proceeds  to  the  consideration  of  the  Orders  of  the 
Day,  and  the  Speaker  shall  call  on  the  several  divisions  for  such

87.  Papers  addressed  to  the  House  or  the  General  Ck>urt, 
other  than  petitions,  memorials,  and  remonstrances,  or  those 
received  from  the  S^|ate,  may  be  presented  by  the  Speaker,  or 
by  a  member  in  his  place,  and  shall  be  read  unless  it  is  speciaUy 
ordered  that  the  reading  be  dispensed  with. 

Orders  of  Inquiry. 

Z8,  All  motions  contemplating  legislation,  when  not  founded 
upon  petition,  or  upon  bill  proposed  to  be  introduced  on  leave,

62.  Every  member  not  prevented  by  interest,  who  is  present 
in  the  House  when  a  question  is  put,  shall  give  his  vote,  anless 
the  House,  for  special  reasons,  excuse  him.  Members  desiring 
to  be  so  excused  shall  make  application  to  that  effect  before  the 
division  of  the  House  or  the  taking  of  the  yeas  and  najs  is 
begun.

88.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject  different  from  thit 
under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amend- 
ment.

90.  In  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum  and  longest  time  shall 

be  put  first.  , 

Equivalent  for  Motion  to  Postpone  Ind^nUely, 

91.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  clause  of  a  bill  shall 
be  equivalent  to  a  motion  to  postpone  indefinitely. 

Appeal. 

92.  No  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Speaker  shall  be  enter- 
tained, unless  it  is  seconded ;  and  no  other  business  shall  be  in 
order  until  the  question  on  the  appeal  has  been  disposed  of.

Bksolvxs. 

98.  Such  of  these  Qules  and  Orders  as  are  applicable  to  bills, 
whether  of  the  House  or  of  the  Senate,  shall  apply  likewise  to 
such  Resolves  as  require  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  and 
approval  by  the  Governor,  in  order  to  become  laws  and  have 
force  as  such.

95.  All  proceedings  in  secret  session,  and  matters  relating 
thereto,  shall  be  kept  secret  until  the  House  removes  the  injuno*- 
tion  of  secrecy. 

Seats. 

96.  (1.)  The  desk  on  the  right  of  the  Speaker  shall  ^ 
assigned  to  the  use  of  the  Clerk  and  such  persons  as  he  may 
employ  to  assist  him,  and  that  on  the  left  to  the  use  of  the  Chair- 
men of  the  Committees  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  and  on 
Engrosaed  QiUs. 

(2.)  The  seat  numbered  25,  in  the  third  division,  shall  be 
assigned  to  the  use  of  the  senior  member  of  the  House,  and  that 
numbered  24,  in  the  fourth  division,  to  the  ude  of  the  oldest 
member  of  the  House  who  is  not  the  senior  member. 
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(8.)  The  seat  numbered  11,  in  the  first  division,  shall  be 
assigned  to  the  use  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Judiciary,  and  that  numbered  85,  in  the  sixth  division,  to  the 
use  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

(4.)  The  following  seats  shall  be  assigned  to  the  use  of  the 
monitors : — 

Those  numbered  80  and    84,  in  the  first  division ; 

100  and  104,  in  the  second  division ; 
96  and    99,  in  the  third  division ; 
92  and    95,  in  the  fourth  division ; 
87  and    91,  in  the  fifth  division ;  and 
15  and    19,  in  the  sixth  division. 

(5.)  The  first  business  in  order  after  the  appointment  of 
standing  committees  and  monitors  is  announced  by  the  Speaker, 
shall  be  the  drawing  of  the  other  seats  upon  the  floor  of  the 
House. 

(6.)  The  Clerk  shall  call  the  roll  of  the  members  in  alpha- 
betical order,  omitting  the  names  of  the  Speaker,  the  senior 
member,  the  oldest  member,  the  chairmen  of  committees  herein 
before  mentioned,  and  the  monitors ;  and  the  drawing  shall  be 
had  in  presence  of  the  House,  under  the  supervision  of  a  comr 
mittee  of  three  selected  from  the  members  mentioned  in  this 
paragraph. 

(7.)  The  seat  assigned  to  any  member,  or  drawn  by  him, 
shall  be  his  seat  for  the  year,  unless  an  exchange  is  made  and 
notice  thereof  given  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  within  ten  dajs 
firom  the  day  of  the  drawing. 

Pbtvilbgb  of  the  Floor. 

97.  (1.)  Every  member  shall  have  the  privilege  of  intro- 
ducing upon  the  floor  of  the  House,  to  occupy  (for  that  day)  any 
seat  then  vacant  not  belonging  to  a  member,  or  belonging  to  a 
member  who  is  absent,  not  more  than  one  person  at  the  same 
time,  such  person  not  having  any  private  interest  in  any  meas- 
ure before  the  legislature  distinct  from  the  public  interest :  pro- 
vided, that  in  any  case  when  by  the  exercise  of  this  privilege  on 
the  part  of  some  of  the  members,  the  vacant  seats  have  beeo 
filled,  and  the  Speaker  so  announces,  the  further  exercise  of  the 
privilege  shall  be  stispended  for  that  day,  or  until  one  or  more 
of  the  seats  thus  filled  are  vacated. 

(2.)     The  Speaker  may  also  invite  visitors,  not  inhabitants  of 
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this  Commonwealth,  without  limit  of  number,  to  seats  (not  num- 
bered) upon  the  floor  of  the  House. 

(8.)  Contestants  for  seats  in  the  House  whose  papers  are  in 
the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  Elections,  may  be  admitted  while 
their  cases  are  pending,  to  seats  to  be  assigned  by  the  Speaker. 

(4.)  Senators,  and  the  principal  officers*  in  the  executive 
and  judicial  departments  of  the  ciyil  goyemment  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, the  Chaplains  of  both  Houses  and  Clerk  of  the 
Senate,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  floor  whenever  they  may  have 
occasion  to  visit  the  House,  and  may  occupy  any  of  the  seats  not ' 
numbered  which  they  may  find  vacant,  or  any  seats  which  may 
be  assigned  by  the  Speaker  for  their  use  for  the  time  being. 

Rbpbbsemtatives*  Chaicbeb. 

98.  Use  of  the  Representatives'  Chamber  shall  not  be  granted 
except  by  a  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present. 

Pabliahentabt  Pbactics. 

99.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  shall  govern  the 
House  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which. 
they  are  not  inconsistent  with  these  Rules  and  Orders,  or  the 
Joint  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  two  branches. 

Suspension,  Amendment,  and  Repeal. 

100.  Nothing  in  these  Rules  and  Orders  shall  be  dispensed 
with,  altered,  or  repealed,  unless  two-thirds  of  the  members  pres- 
ent consent  thereto ;  but  this  rule  and  rules  thirty-nine,  forty- 
eight,  and  ninety-eight  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  by 
unanimous  consent  of  the  members  present.

in  a  legible  hand,  without  material  erasure  or  interlineation,  on 
not  less  than  one  sheet  of  paper,  with  suitable  margins,  and 
spaces  between  the  several  sections ;  dates  and  numbers  being 
written  in  words  at  length. 

Rule  3.  Reports  of  Joint  Committees  may  be  recommitted 
to  the  same  Committees  at  the  pleasure  of  the  House  first  acting 
tiiereon,  without  asking  the  concurrence  of  the  other  branch ; 
and  bills  or  resolves  which  have  been  previously  acted  on  in  one 
branch  may  be  recommitted  in  the  other  without  a  concurrent 
vote,  except  when  recommitted  with  instructions:  pravidedy 
that,  after  such  recommitment,  report  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  made 
to  the  branch  which  shall  have  ordered  such  recommitment. 

Rule  4.  Whenever  a  report  is  made  from  any  Committee  to 
either  House,  and  the  subject-matter  thereof  Lb  subsequently  re- 
ferred therein  to  a  Joint  Committee,  such  Committee  shall  report 
its  action  to  the  branch  in  which  the  original  report  was  made. 

Rule  5.  If  any  part  of  the  report  of  a  Committee  over  the 
signature  of  the  chairman  or  members  of  the  Committee  is 
amended  in  either  branch,  the  Clerk  of  that  branch  shall  indorse 
upon  the  report  such  amendment. 

Rule  6.  Whenever  upon  any  application  for  an  Act  of 
incorporation,  or  other  special  legislation,  the  purpose  for  which 
such  legislation  is  sought  can  be  secured  under  general  laws, 
the  Coftimittee  to  which  the  matter  is  referred  shall,  in  all  cases, 
report  *'  leave  to  withdraw,"  or  ^^  in^pedient  to  legislate." 

Rule  ,7.  All  papers,  while  on  their  passage  between  the  two 
Houses,  may  be  under  the  signature  of  the  respective  Clerks, 
except  bills  and  resolves  in  their  last  stage.  Messages  may  be 
sent  by  such  persons  as  each  House  may  direct. 

Rule  8.  After  bills  shall  have  passed  both  Houses  to  be 
engrossed,  they  shall  be  in  the  charge  of  the  Clerks  of  the  two 
Houses,  who  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Com-

znonwealth,  to  be  engrossed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law ; 
and  when  engrossed,  the  said  Clerks  shall  forthwith  deliver  the 
same  to  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  on 
Engrossed  Bills;  and  when  the  same  shall  have  passed  to  be 
enacted  in  that  House,  they  shall  in  like  manner  be  delivered  to 
the  Committee  of  the  Senate  on  Engrossed  Bills.  * 

Bulb  9.  If  any  bill,  resolve,  or  order,  originating  in  one 
branch,  is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given, 
under  the  signature  of  the  Clerk,  to  the  branch  in  which  the 
same  originated. 

Bulb  10.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  in  which  a  bill  originated 
shall  make  an  indorsement  thereon,  certifying  in  which  House 
the  same  originated,  which  indorsement  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journals  by  the  Clerks  respectively.

Rule  11.  All  resolves  and  other  papers  which  are  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Governor  for  his  approbation,  shall  be  laid  before 
him  in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed  in  the  case  of  bills. 

Rule  12.  All  resolves  proposing  amendments  of  the  Ccmsti- 
tation  shall  have  three  several  readings  in  each  House,  and  the 
final  question  upon  adopting  the  same  shall  be  taken  by  yeas 
and  nays. 

Rule  IS.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  preside  in  oon- 
yentions  of  the  two  branches;  and  such  conventions  shall  be 
holden  in  the  Representatives'  Chamber ;  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate 
shall  be  clerk  of  the  convention,  and  a  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  convention  shall  be  entered  at  large  on  the  journals 
of  both  branches. 

Rule  14.  When  an  agreement  has  been  made  by  the  two 
branches  to  go  into  convention,  such  agreement  shall  not  be 
altered  or  annulled,  except  b}'  concurrent  vote. 

Rule  15.  No  business  shall  be  entered  on,  in  convention, 
other  than  that  which  may  be  agreed  on  before  the  convention 
is  formed. 

Rule  16.  In  all  elections  by  joint  ballot,  a  time  shall  be 
assigned  therefor  at  least  one  day  previous  to  such  election. 

Rule  17.  The  joint  assembly  required  to  be  held  by  the  Act 
of  Congress  approved  July  25, 1866,  entitled,  '*  An  Act  to  reg- 
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nlate  the  timeB  and  manner  of  holding  elections  for  SenatCH»  in 
Congress,"  shall  be  deemed  a  convention  of  the  two  branches, 
and  the  proceedings  therein  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  pio- 
yisions  of  said  Act.  The  president  of  the  convention  shall 
receive  no  motion  on  any  day  until  <me  vote  for  Senator  has 
been  tltken.  After  one  vote  for  Senator  has  been  taken,  no 
motion  shall  be  in  order  except  a  motion  to  adjoam,  for  a  recess, 
or  to  proceed  to  vote  for  Senator ;  and  these  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  ordse  of  their  arrangement,  and  shall  be 
decided  without  debate.  If  a  motion  is  made  for  a  recess,  and 
different  times  are  proposed,  tiie  question  shall  first  be  taken  on 
the  moat  remote  time ;  and  the  time  shall  be  determined,  bat 
without  debate,  befi)re  the  question  is  put  upon  taking  the 
recess.  On  either  of  the  questions  permitted  by  this  role  the 
sense  of  the  convMition  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  i^iem- 
ever  required  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  present.  When  Uie 
yeas  and  nays  are  taken,  the  roll  of  the  convention  shall  be 
called  in  alphabetical  (Nrder,  and  no  member  shall  be  allowed  to 
vote  who  was  not  on  the  floor  when  his  name  was  called,  or 
before  the  roU-call  was  finished.  The  call  for  the  yeas  and  nays 
shall  be  decided  witboiM^  debate. 

Bulb  18.  Committieea  of  Conference  shall  consist  of  three

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Bulb  21.  No  bill  or  resolve  aflfecting  the  rights  of  Indi- 
Tidnals,  or  private  or  manicipal  corporations,  shall  be  reported 
by  a  committee,  unless  notice  has  been  given  to  all  parties 
interested,  b^  public  advertisement  or  otherwise,  without  ex- 
pense to  the  Commonwealth ;  or  unless  satisfactory  evidence  is 
produced  that  the  parties  interested  have  either  received  notice 
in  writing,  or  have  in  writing  waived  notice. 

Rule  22.  No  bill  or  resolve  affecting  directly  the  legal  rights 
of  individuals  or  corporations,  otherwise  than  as  it  affects  gen- 
erally the  interests  of  the  whole  people  of  the  Commonwealth, 
or  of  the  cities  or  towns  to  which  it  specifically  applies,  shall  be 
proposed  or  introduced,  by  amendment  or  otherwise,  except  by 
report  of  a  committee,  upon  petition  duly  presented  and  referred. 

Bulb  28.  The  Committees  on  Printing  may  make  regulations 
for  the  distribution  of  all  documents  printed  or  assigned  for  the 
use  of  the  Legislature  not  otherwise  dieqposed  of,  such  regulations 
to  be  reported  to  and  subject  to  the  order  of  the  two  branches. 

Under  the  general  order  to  print  a  report,  bill,  or  other  docn* 
ment,  the  number  printed  shall  be  eight  hundred,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  Governor's  Inaugural  Address,  of  which  fifteen  hun- 
dred copies  may  be  printed  without  special  order. 

Leave  to  report  in  print  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize 
the  printing  of  extended  reports  of  evidence. 

No  printing,  except  as  aforesaid,  and  no  binding  or  engraving 
shall  be  ordered,  except  upon  the  report  of  the  Joint  Committee 
on  Printing,-  accepted  by  the  Legisliature. 

Bills,  reports,  and  other  documents,  printed  under  the  general 
order  of  either  House,  shall  be  distributed  as  follows,  to  wit : 
Two  copies  to  eadi  member  of  the  Senate  and  &ouse  of  Bepre- 
sentatives  (to  be  placed  on  his  file  under  the  direction  of  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms,  if  desired  by  the  member) ;  three  copies  to 
each  Clerk  in  either  branch,  and  three  copies  to  each  reporter  in 
r^ular  attendance,  to  whom  a  seat  has  been  assigned  in  eitber 
branch ;  twenty  copies  to  the  Executive ;  twenty  copies  to  the 
Secretarj'^s  office ;  six  copies  to  the  State  Library ;  and  when 
the  document  is  the  report  of  a  committee,  ten  copies  shall  be 
assigned  to  the  Committee  making  the  report.  The  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  shall  preserve  as  many  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  per- 
manent files,  to  be  placed  in  the  lobbies,  and  distribute  the 
remainder  under  such  r^^ations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  said
